CHUNGKING, May 15.—A| ;

northern Burma and reopen- 
ing China’s lifeline to India 
was in full swing today as 
powerful Chinese expedition- 
ary froces burst across the 
Salween river on a 100-mile 
front and drove westward to 
within 22 miles of the Burma 
frontier. 

Striking through the mountain- 
us gorges north and south of the 
old Burma road, under cover of a 
fierce aerial barrage, Generalis- 
simo Chiang ‘<ai-Shek’s forces 
knifed deep into the Japanese 
positions west of the Salween at 
a dozen widely-separated points. 
The surprise blow met little or no 
opposition in its initial stages, but 
the Japanese reorganized swiftly 
and a communique said bloody 
fighting was in progress all along 
the front, with both sides suffering 
heavily.

Chiang Kai-Shek’s sudden offen- 
sive was timed to coincide with the

Set Saturday 


OTTAWA, May 15—(CP)—Sub- 
scriptions to Canada’s sixth vic- 
tory loan reached $1,292,105,000 
Saturday—last day of the three- 
week campaign—establishing..a 
record for the closing day of any 
Canadian bond-selling campaign, 
the National War Finance Com- 
mittee’ announced last night. In 
the fifth victory lozn last autumn 
the comparative total was $1,282,- 
627,850. 

The cumulative total for Satur- 
day also was $76,000,000 higher than 
the recorded figure when the fourth 
loan closed. 


$80,629,900 TOTAL 

Sales for Saturday alone totalled 
$80,629,900, made up of $49,210,300 
fronf individuals and $31,418,000 
from large purchasers. Total pur- 
chases from individual Canadians 
now stand at $563,177,250 and those 
from large purchasers at $728,927,- 
750. 


The number of purchases Satur- 
day was 259,032, bringing the total 
applications to date to 2,571,238. At

LONDON, May 15.— (CP) — Sir 
John Martin-Harvey, widely known 
British actor, died last night at 
the age of 81, He was the father 
of Actress Muriel Martin-Harvey, 
who has appeared in the United 
States, 

Sir John, with his company, was 
the first to blaze a theatrical barn- 
storming trail across Canada from 
Halifax, across the prairies and 
through the Rockies to Vancouver. 

Between 1914 and 1932 Sir John 
brought his troupe on_ several 
trans-continental tours of Canada, 
In doing so he endeared himself to 
many thousands in large cities and 
small towns with his portrayal of 
self- sacrificing Sidney Carton in

Forest Fires 
Out of Control 
In Northland | 


The forest fire situation 
northern Alberta, thought to Ny 
under control after last week’s 
rain and snowfall, took a danger- 
ous turn after the week-end’s hot 
weather, and fires in the Peace 
River country are again out of 
control. 

Two fires, one in the Pack Saddle 
and a second in the Eureka River 
area, are burning out of control, T. 
F. Blefgen, provincial forestry di- 
rector, reported Monday morning. 

On the Pack Saddle fire, a sec- 
ond fire guard has been established, 
but the fire hazard is high. Twenty 
men are working on the Eureka 
River outbreak. 

On the Wagon Creek fire, the situ- 
ation is “desperate” according to 
radioed reports. Pumps are being 
used in an effort to bring the blaze 
under control. 

The Graveyard fire, raging Yast| 
week, broke out again at the week- 
end, although it is not yet in timber 
stands. 

High winds from Friday to Sun- 
day in the Grande Prairie area 
swept the “Big Seven” fire through 
all timber in Block 5, owned by 
Hales H. Ross intefests, it was 
learned at noon Monday. 


MEN TURN OUT 

Bulldozer guards were thrown 
out along the road to the Grove- 
dale settlement south of the Wapiti 
river, and all available men turned 
out to combat the blaze, 

Fire-fighting efforts were to no 
avail, and high winds drove the 
blaze through the dry timber, It 
has now spread to both sides of the 
river at Grovedale Crossing. A 
stand is being made further south, 
where it is hoped to prevent the 
fire's spread to further stands of 
timber. 

In the path of the fire, 4,000 
logs and camp buildings, the pro- 
perty of McAusland’s mill, were 
destroyed. 

In the Slave Lake district, a 


blaze in Swan Valley, south of 
Kinuso, is out of control. It now 
threatens the Chisholm timber 


limits. A second fire in this dis- 
trict, south of High Prairie, is also 
out of control, and a new fire has 
been reported on Howard Lake, 
north of Smith, 

In the Whitecourt area, all fires 
are under control, Mr, Blefgen has 
been advised. Along the Macleod 
river, fires are reported out. 

The smoke which lifted a few 
days ago, appeared again at 10:18 
am, Sunday. The visibility this 
morning is a half mile, due to this 
heavy smoke. The maximum tem- 
perature Sunday was 76 degrees 
above zero and the overnight low 
39 degrees. The Monday low is set 
at 37 degrees. The temperature at 
8:30 a.m. Monday was 48 degrees.

Gustav Line 
Is Breached

in the Allied offensive in Italy have 
by-passed Terelle and encircled it. 
The broadcast was heard in Lon- 
don.) 

The significant breach in the Ger- 
man defence line, as announced in 
the daily Allied communique, was 
disclosed later to be three miles 
wide. The French cracked the line 
at Mount Maio and pushed on five 
miles westward to take Ausonia, on 
the main lateral road between 
Casino and the seacoast. Ausonia 
fell to Moroccan forces of Juin’s de- 
tachments fighting with the Fifth 
Army under Lt.Gen. Mark V. 
Clark. 

EIGHTH ARMY GAINS 

Some five miles south of Aus- 
onio, American elements of the 
Fifth Army also cut across the 
Cassino-Formia road and drove on 
another 2% miles to lay siege to 
Spigno after capturing the cross- 
roads towns of Santa Maria Infante 
and nearby San Pedro, 

Altogether the Fifth Army cap- 
tured nine more hills, while the 
British Eighth Army sent scores 
of tanks across the Rapido river 
over new bridges and deepened 
its bridgehead in the Liri valley 
below Cassino to 2,000 yards— 
more than a mile—in a drive that 
raised a flanking threat to Cas- 
Sino itself, 

More than 2,000 prisoners have 
been captured, including 1,200 
members of the 71st German In- 
fantry Division, re-formed after 
being nearly wiped out in the 
Battle of Stalingrad. 

(A German communique said 
Axis troops had “disengaged them- 
selves toward prepared positions 
a few kilometers farther west” 
after bitter fighting, in which it 
claimed the Allies had lost 50 tanks 
south of Cassino itself.) 

The Franco-American advances 
on the Fifth Army front already 
have wiped out the whole east- 
ward bulge between the conflu- 
ence of the Liri, Rapido and 
Garigliano rivers and advanced 
the fighting line westward to San 
Giorgio on the south bank of the 
Liri river, Signo and Santa Maria 
Infante—within striking distance 
of the Hitler line, the next de- 
fence belt, 

An estimated 30 square miles of 
territory have been captured by the 
Fifth Army with its advance posi- 
tions in the north threatening the 
Germans still holding out against 
the Eighth Army across the Liri to 
the northeast. 


16 TOWNS CAPTURED 

Sixteen towns and 24 hills have 
been captured by the iwo Allied 
armies since they resumed their 
march on Rome, 75 miles away, at 
11 p.m. last Thursday, 

German resistance continued 
fierce all along the front and an 
official spokesman warned that the 
Germans could be expected to bring 
up reinforcements soon against the 


Eighth Army in the Liri valley. 
No rapid German withdrawal is 
anticipated, he said. 

Some 2,500 R.A.F. and Allied 
planes supported the ground 
forces yesterday, with heavy 


bombers alone dropping perhaps 
2,250 tons of bombs on German 
railway communications and air- 
fields from Rome to the Po Val- 
ley. Allied fighter-bombers at- 
tacked enemy troop concentra- 
tions and gun positions from 
dawn to dusk, 

The day's biggest victories were 
scored by the rejuvenated French 
army. Quickly exploiting their cap- 
ture Saturday of Mount Maio, one 
of the enemy’s main bastions in the 
Garigliano sector of the Gustav 
line, French infantry and tanks 
pushed on five miles and seized 
Austonia. 

Cassino itself continued relatively 
quiet, but northwest of the town 
Polish troops encountered heavy 
resistance. Prisoners taken by the 
Poles indicated that the enemy 
hastily was reinforcing his defences.

Allied ‘“‘Terms” (Chinese Open 


For Germany 
Nearly Ready 


By WES GALLAGHER 
LONDON, May 15— (AP) — 
British - American - Russian plans 
for acceptance of Germany's sur- 
render are nearly completed, and 
call for complete destruction of 


the Prussian-built army, a_ re- 
liable informant disclosed last 
night. 


This war's terms for Germany 
are said to differ from the last 
war's in that they are “surrender” 
terms rather than “armistice” pro- 
posals, 

The European advisory commis- 
sion has nearly finished drafting 
these surrender terms and will 
turn the complete proposals back 
to the governments of the big 
three, 

Premier Stalin is then to give a 
directive to the Red Army com- 
mander-in-chief for negotiating 
with the Germans when the time 
comes, and the combined chiefs 
of staff would forward the agreed 
plan to Gen, Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower as a directive in any ne- 
gotiations he might undertake. 

In the last war the German 
army kept itself more or less in- 
tact under the armistice terms by 
marching back into Germany. 

The new terms, it is under- 
stood, provide that the German 
army must surrender completely, 
lay down its arms where it is 
fighting and await disposal by 
the Allied authorities. The Rus- 
sians particularly are insistent on 
this point, fearing the German 
army might melt back into Ger- 
many.

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Cheap Building Loans 


The rate of interest which the Dominion 
will charge on money loaned to people who 
want to build houses has been reduced from 
5 per cent to 4'4 per cent. It may be as- 
sumed that the reduction will apply also 
on loans which have already been made, at 
least in respect to future payments. 

A few days ago the Minister of Finance 
announced that loans for house-building 
will be made up to 90 per cent of the 
capital cost. With the reduction in interest 
charges, this removes the financial bottle- 
neck so far as concerns the building of 
houses, ; 

Labor and materials are scarce, and 
full advantage cannot therefore be taken 
at present of this unprecedented opportun- 
ity to obtain cheap building loans. But 
nothing is more certain than that as labor 
and materials become more plentiful Can- 
ada will stage a coast-to-coast house-build- 
ing campaign with money thus provided. 
With 90 per cent of the cost obtainable by 
loan at this rate of interest, no person who 
has steady employment at average pay 
need be homeless, or be compelled to rent 
at an excessive rate. 

Edmonton’s city council should find out 
what are the conditions under which these 
house-building loans can be obtained, and 
make the information public. If it is 
thought inadvisable to start a municipal 
house-building scheme, private citizens 
should thus be enabled to take full ad- 
vantage of the offer as they may choose.

Over the Top Again 


Canada’s Sixth Victoria Loan has been 
successfully floated. Alberta went well 
beyond its set quota. Edmonton, lagging 
during most of the campaign, caught up in 
the closing days and also passed its nom- 
inal allotment. In each case the minimum 
figures were substantially exceeded, and 
the Dominion, the province and the city 
will probably be found when the returns 
are all in to have passed the marks they 
set last fall in the Fifth Loan. 

This is the third loan that has been 
raised in eighteen months. In the Sixth 
and the Fifth loans the minimum was $1,- 
200,000,000, in the Fourth $1,100,000,000, 
In each case the stated objective was left 
well in the rear when the campaign period 
ended. Altogether in this year and a 
half the people of Canada have laid 
away in Victory bonds something between 
$4,500,000,000 and $5,000,000,000. 

Without forgetting the urgent purpose 
for which this great sum was subscribed, 
the fact it was possible to set aside such 
an amount for any purpose carries clear 
and convincing significance as to the 
financial resources of the country, If 
Canada can finance itself on this gigantic 
scale in wartime it can take care of its 
financial requirements in peacetime with- 
out drawing on outside sources. This 
Dominion does not have to play the role 
of a debtor nation. 

The success of the loan will be cheer- 
ing news for our fighting men in Italy, in 
Britain, on the seas, and wherever else 
they may be. They have now fresh assur- 
ance that the folks at home are backing 
the attack. And fresh assurance also that 
when they come back it will be to a Canada 
fully aware of its own ability to finance 
whatever peacetime undertakings may be 
necessary to provide full employment and 
a good standard of ay 6s 


How Canada Helped 


Canadians must have read with lively 
satisfaction, and some pardonable pride, 
the statements just given out which show 
in some detail the material aid that Canada 
has supplied to Russia. 

The list includes 1,223 tanks, 30,000 
tons of aluminum, 27,000 tons of copper, 
and corresponding quantities of foodstuffs, 
clothing, machine tools, railway equip- 
ment, strategic metals, military vehicles, 
guns, small arms, millions of rounds of 
heavy and small arms ammunition, medi- 
cal supplies and comforts, 

Some of these things were forwarded to 
Russia by Britain, from the $1,000,000,000 
worth which the Dominion presented to the 
old lands, But since July last Canada has 
been shipping direct, under the mutual aid 
agreement, and figures given do not in- 
clude these shipments. It is good to know 
at least in general terms that Canada 
played no inconsiderable ‘patt in providing 
weapons and supplies which enabled the 
Red army to keep its crushing offensive 
rolling. « 

The Admiralty makes the timely an- 
nouncement that Russian-bound cargoes 
have been getting through to their destina- 
tion with far less loss than might have 
been supposed, The Arctic route, it is dis- 
closed, has ceased to be especially hazard- 
ous, During the last six months 1,250,000 
tons of equipment and material have been 
delivered by that route in Allied ships, 
More than 98 per cent of the cargoes con- 
signed to Murmansk reached their destina- 
tion. The losses amounted to only 16 tons 
for each 1,000 tons delivered, despite 
enemy submarines and planes based on 
Norwegian ports and airfields,

Now—The North Pacific 


The Tokyo official broadcasters are 
for the first time sounding a note of con- 
cern about events in the North Pacific and 
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what these may portend, The persistent 
bombing of Japanese bases in the Kurile 
islands has attracted their attention, This 
barrage from the clouds has been growing 
heavier, and creeping toward Japan. 

The bombers fly from bases in the 
Aleutians, They have shown that practi- 
cally the whole Kurile group lies within 
their range. This string of islands 
stretches from the point of Kamchatka to 
Hokkuida, the northernmost of the large 
islands which comprise Japan proper. This 
stretch of stepping-stones is 700 miles 
long. 

As Japan has found it practicable to 
establish air and naval bases in the group, 
it has occurred to Tojo and company that 
the Allies may do the same thing—or may 
take over the Japanese bases, as they have 
been doing in such free-handed manner in 
the islands in the South Pacific. 

Allied bases in the Kuriles would carry 
the war closer to Japan than it has yet 
come from any direction, Tokyo, Yoko- 
hama, Kobe, even Nagasaki, would be no 
farther from these bases than the Kuriles 
are from the airfields whence come the 
bombers which are now raining bombs 
upon them with disturbing frequency. 

One of these days, the Tokyo radiomen 
seem to suspect, an Allied task force may 
appear on the scene, blast Paramushiro 
and Shumushu, and establish or try to 
establish springboards ard to secure har- 
bors from which Japan and its home 
waters can be harried from air and sea, 
Should that happen, Japan’s carefully hus- 
banded battle-fleet could hardly be kept 
longer on leash, and would have to be sent 
into the fight on the northern front. 

It is not at all impossible that the 
show-down battle between the Japanese 
main fleet and Allied forces will take place 
in the North Pacific. Tokyo apparently is 
recognizing that possibility, for the first 
time.

This is a somewhat belated tri- 
bute, it is true, but it is, I think, 
nonetheless important. 

Last Sunday the Polish Veterans’ 
Association commemorated, in 
Memorial Hall, the Polish national 
independence day which properly 
falls on May 3rd, 

With surprise 
and gratification, 
I learned, on that 
occasion, that the 
rate of voluntary 
enlistments for 
Polish - Canadian 
boys of military 
age, in the Ed- 
monton dis trict, 
is exactly one 
hundred percent. 
There is not one 
physically fit Harold L, weir 
young man of Polish descent and 
of military age who has not joined 
one of the active armed forces, 

That's the kind of people we like 
to have in Canada, 

It is representative, indeed, of 
the historic gallantry and courage 
of the Polish people, those people 
whose passion for freedom is an 
example to the world. 

Poland has had an amazing his- 
tory. Her contributions to the arts 
and sciences have been enormous, 
But she has been renowned, above 
all, for the courage and devotion 
with which her people have pur- 
sued the sometimes elusive light 
of liberty, 

She has had her great hours of 
freedom and she has had her dark 
hours of servitude, Yet those who 
understand the nature of liberty 
best are aware that such have been 
the efforts and the behavior of her 
statesmen, her armies and her peo- 
ple that never has the name of 
Poland been so completely synony- 
mous with freedom as during these 
years when they have been ground, 
with such glorious fortitude, under 
the Nazi heel.

Next Tuesday, in McDougall 
Church, this year’s graduates of the 
University of Alberta will be given 
their respective degrees and will 
cease, most of them, to become an 
active part of an institution which 
represents one of the most power- 
ful influences in the world. 

Now universities, today, are the 
subject of a great deal of criticism 
and speculation. And since I think 
the matter of higher education is 
an exceedingly important one, [ 
am going to seize this occasion, if 
you bear with me, to say a few 
things I think should be said about 
universities. 


I don’t propose to revive the 
sometimes tedious argument be- 
tween those who contend that a 


university exists primarily for the 
purpose of teaching young people 
how to make a good living, and 
those who contend that a university 
exists primarily for enriching the 
spirit. 

I don’t intend to raise the issue 
between those who believe the pur- 
pose of life is material production, 
and those who believe the purpose 
of life is the enlargement of the 
human soul, 

have my own very positive 
views about those things and you 
may possibly guess what they are, 

But I do wish to say, with con- 
siderable emphasis, that the uni- 
versities are the sanctuaries of a 
point of view that the earth cannot 
afford to lose,

The universities, like the Church, 
are not the products of a single age, 
but the fruition of all ages, They 
are not the formulation of what 
this generation knows, but the con- 
summation of what all ages have 
known, They are built on continu- 
ing revelation. They are the store- 
house of human intelligence, 


I think this aspect of the uni-| 


versity is frequently forgotten— 
that its function is to conserve 
knowledge as well as disseminate 
it, 


The university, like the Church, | 


has the one formula for freedom, 
that formula which we tend to 
overlook in an age of materialism, 
that formula which points out, in 
so many elaborate and diverse in- 
stances, that liberty does not arise 
from political action or from eco- 
nomic action, but from a condition 
of the human heart, 

It is a condition which is pro- 
moted by the intellectual inspira- 
tion, which is the first function of 
the university, and by that intel- 
lectual brotherhood which is, or 
should be, the prevailing atmos- 
phere of the university. 

The university gives freedom. 
For who is enslaved who loves 
beauty? The university opens up a 
new world of beauty to the enquir- 
ing mind. 

Who is in chains who under- 
stands the meaning and purpose of 
life? The university opens up the 
profoundest thinking of five thou- 
sand years and more, 

The very name of the institution 
is significant of’ its purpose, For 
the university is universal in an 
intellectual catholicity that rises 
above all bonds of race and color 
and creed—and far outlives them, 

The university, like the Church, 
sets men free,

I ask you to carry your minds 
back, if you will, to the historical 
circumstances that led, centuries 
later, to the establishment of uni- 
versities, back to those fateful 
decades that saw the decline and 
fall of Rome, back to that dread- 
ful age when the twin lamps of 
faith and learning winked out, one 
by one, all over Europe, 

The picture of that horrid dark- 
ness is painted vividly by G! K. 
Chesterton in his “Ballad of the 
White Horse”: 


For the end of the world was long 
ago > 
When the ends of the world 
waxed free, 
When Rome was sunk in a waste 
of slaves 
And the sun drowned in the sea. 


When Caesar's sun fell out of the 
sky; 
And whoso hearkened right 
Could only hear the plunging 
| Of the uations in the night 


marching in, 
To torch and cresset gleam, 
And the roads of the world that led 
to Rome 
Were filled with faces that moved 
like foam, 
Like faces in a dream...

In this time, when the barbarian 
armies marched and_ counter- 


marched across Europe, gathering 
like vultures around the corpse of 
Rome, one little island in the west- 
ern sea knew its golden age. The 


weeds pushed apart the Roman 
pavements all over England. The 
nettles and the bramble grew on 
London Wall, The wild Saxon war 
bands halted outside London and 
blew their horns, But there was 
no answer. Roman London was 
dead, 

In France, in Spain, in Germany, 
the barbaric cavalry of Vandal and 
Hun swept to the four corners of 
the known earth, And there was 
no sound in all Europe but the 
whistle of swords and the death- 
ery of civilization. 

Then the great army of Keltic 
saints set out to rekindle the faith 
of Europe. In the tremendous 
phrase of H. V, Morton, from whom 
I quote, “century after century saw 
them sailing off into sunrise or 
sunset to clothe the land with 
Christ.” 

St. Fridolin crossed the Rhine 
and set up the Cross at Seckingen, 
St. Kilian converted Gozbert, 
duke of Wurzberg. St. Colum- 
banus of Bobbio went through 
Burgundy with twelve other Irish 
monks and founded the monasteries 
of Luxeuil and Fontaines, St. Gall, 
one of his monks, pushed on over 
\the Alps into Switzerland and 
founded the monastery known by 
his name. St, Molaissi of Leighlin, 
in Carlow, and St. Buite of Mon- 
asterboice, journeyed to Rome 
where they taught for fourteen 
years. St. Fursa, son of a South 
{Munster prince, passed through 
France and founded a monastery 
at Lagy, near Paris. Virgilius, ab- 
bot of Aghahoe, became bishop of 
Salzburg and founded a cloistered 
house, 

There was St. Cataldus, educated 
at Lismore, who became bishop of 
Tarentum. 

There was John Scotus Erigena, 
the great Greek scholar, who taught 
Philosophy at Paris at the court of 
Charles the Bold. And on the walls 


remembers the best-loved of them 


}Churech’.” .., 

Columcille, in his age, was the 
inspiration of this valiant and 
potent band of Irish saints.

Now the point I ask you to re- 
member is this: that these mon- 
jasteries and abbeys founded in 
Europe by these Keltic saints, im- 
pelled only by a towering spiritual 
urge, were the only sanctuaries, in 
the whole world, of faith and learn- 
ing through all the Dark Ages. 
From these seeds of faith and 
learning, planted in holy soil 
through all those desperate cen- 
turies, blossomed at last the Re- 
naissance, 

And from those monasteries 
and abbeys founded by humble 
Keltic saints burgeoned the first 
universities of Europe, 

And that, I think, is a very lovely 
ancestry for any institution to 
possess, I feel it is good to remem- 
ber that faith and learning were 
preserved side by side during the 
darkness of that dreadful night. I 
think it is an excellent thing to 
bear in mind that the higher 
learning of this age and all others 
springs from the devotion of a 
little group of men who preserved 
civilization through those dolor- 
ous centuries not for gain, not for 
glory, not for vanity’s sake, but 
as a spiritual duty—or, may 1 say, 
for the love of the Savior of Men,

I think it is a thrilling thing for 
any young man to remember, as he 
graduates from a university, that 
he not only carries away a certifi- 
cate of intellectual accomplish- 
ment, but a kinship with Colum- 
cille and Kilian and Fursa and a 
share in their mandate to keep 
alight, in the earth’s darkest hours, 
the fires of learning and of faith. 

Now I think that unless we ap- 
proach the university from this 
viewpoint and in the light of this 
tradition, we will never appreciate 
the richness of our university 
heritage. I think that unless we 
calculate our debt to the university 
in these terms, we will never cast 
the reckoning correctly. 

For a university is not to be 
evaluated in terms of dollars and

The university is still, first of all, 
the intellectual sanctuary of ‘civil- 
ization,

Now many criticisms are levelled 
against universities. One is that 
the scholastic life wars against 
realism, Well, it is only by trial 
flights into the world-as-it-should- 
be that we grow properly and pro- 
ductively intolerant of the world- 
as-it-is, 

The university is criticized as a 
place where dreaming and specula- 
tion and theorizing are encouraged. 
Now thank God for that. 

For dreaming and speculation 
and theorizing are the exploring 
fingers of the expanding soul. 

Learning makés life longer; wis- 
dom makes life broader; faith 
makes life deeper; and hope makes 
life sweeter. The university gives, 
or should give, learning, wisdom, 
faith and hope. 

And the university, whether it 
knows it or not, must be a store- 
house of hope and a sanctuary of 
faith. 

It is one of the few institutions

Housekeeping Will Be 
Simpler When Fabrics 
Can Be Sponged

With “help” practically out of the 
household picture and no prospect 
that in the postwar period the 
domestic supply will be any better, 
the first question we women should 
consider in interior decorating is 
upkeep. True enough, there is won- 
derful equipment for cleaning but, 
even so, there are many questions 
of home maintenance for which 
there are no answers. 

Take rugs and upholstery, for in- 
stance, two pretty big surfaces in 
any home, Yet beyond taking out 
the loose dust by vacuum the ama- 
teur can't do much about real 
cleaning of these. She can “spot” 
them and even do a superficial 
cleaning job with various very good 
preparations. But a proper clean- 
ing requires professional attention 
—and that is expensive for the av- 
erage homemaker. The same goes 
for draperies. Not to mention the 
jreally big problem of keeping the 
inside of upholstery in repair and 
sanitary.

The Canadian Congress of Labor 
has decided that members of the 
Canadian Parliament are not paid 
enough. The members had decided 
that long ago, and so would any 
man who knows anything about 
Parliament. But taxpayers who do 
not oppose expenditures of almost 
any amount on anything else, have 
never been willing to let their law- 
makers have a decent living. The 
men who are responsible for spend- 
ing about $5 billlgns a year and 
can easily save or waste hundreds 
of millions must themselves be 
paid wages of $4,000 a year which, 
after taxes, leaves them with any- 
thing between $2,400 and $3,200. 

To many Canadians $3,200 
seems a high wage. Most Cana- 
{dians, however, do not have to live 
in Ottawa, maintain their families 
at home, pay heavy campaign and 
travelling expenses, dress respect- 
ably and answer innumerable de- 
mands for charities of all sorts. 
No man can live properly in Ot- 
tawa on the present indemnity 
and, when its amount was fixed, 
no .man was supposed to do so. 
The money was paid to indemnify 
the politician for out-of-pocket 
expenses. It was assumed that 
members of Parliament would be 
men of means. 

* * * 

Happily, most of our present 
members are-not men of means. 
They are generally poor men and 
large numbers of them are de- 
pendent on their indemnities. For

It means 
that the viewpoint of the ordinary 
poor Canadian is better repre- 
sented than it ever was before 
But it certainly does not make for 
good government and efficient 
management to have legislators 
constantly pressed for cash, wor- 
ried about their own bills when 
they should be concentrating on 
the bills of Parliament. And the 
present system definitely prevents 
some of the best men in the nation 
from entering politics at all. We 
would save money in the end and 
get better government if we paid 
all members $10,000 a year, as 
they do in the United States,

The man who proposes such an

Personnel of the Alberta Power Commission, set up un- 
der terms of an act passed at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture, was announced Monday by Premier Ernest Manning, 
minister of trade and industry. 


W. D. King, deputy minister of + 
trade and industry, is to be chair- 
man, with Vernon Pearson, mech- 
anical superintendent, department 
of public works, and P, M. 
Sauder, formerly of the water re- | 
sources branch, department of | 
agriculture, as members, 

Mr. King is a member of several 
government boards and commis- 
sions, one of which is the Board of 
Industrial Relations. 

Mr, Pearson, who has been 13/ 
years in government service, is im- 
mediate past president of the As- 
sociation of Professional Engineers 
of Alberta. Mr, Sauder, who has 
been director of water resources for 
Alberta for the last five years, re- 
signed from that post two weeks 
ago to become general manager of 
the Western Irrigation District. 

Mr. Manning sald the commis- 
sion may have to be constituted 
later as full-time, or with a part- 
time chairman, but with the gov- 
ernment officers named to it, a 
start could be made at once on 
organizational and _ preliminary 
surveying work. 

Under the Power Commission 
Act, the commission is authorized 
to manufacture and distribute 
power, develop waterpower, to 
purchase properties for manufac- 
ture and distribution of power, as 
well as to expropriate lands used 
or suitable for use for generation 
or distribution of power. In cases 
of expropriation, provision is made 
for compensation to owners. 

“Power” as defined in the act 
includes hydraulic, steam, electric- 
aW gas and other power.

Because habits of al! kinds

Perhaps, in many cases, his por- 
tion of sieved vegetbies or his small 
dish of custard will be taken from 
the same cooking pot as that which} 
supplies the other members of the | 
family. But when it reaches the} 
baby it should be in his own little} 
dishes, served individually to him 
on his own serving tray.

Fete Signing 
Constitution 


Celebrating the 130th anniver- 
sary of the signing of the first 
free constitution by the Norwe- 
gians, the Sons of Norway of Ed- 
monton held a banquet and dance 
at the Masonic Temple Saturday 
evening. 

PO. E. Schonning, of No, 
A.O.S., a Norwegian, spoke on the 
part being played in the war by 
Norway. 

“Norway, like the other occupied 
countries,” he said, “must have ex- 
perienced dreadful days since the 
master race came, and I am sorry 
to say that the ignoble quality, call- 
ed hate, has permeated the breasts 
of these freedom-loving people too. 
It couldn't be otherwise; people can 
stand only so much, It is unfortun- 
ate when you think of it that a peo- 
ple whose record of crimes was the 
lowest in the world, few hesitate 
now to plunge the knife into the 
back of the hated occupationists 
whenever the opportunity lends it- 
self. It will take some time to 
eradicate these nightmarish 
thoughts and memories. 

“However, in the near future the 
hated enemy, both Germans and 
Quislings—and the latter are hated 
more than the former —will be 
driven from Norway's soil, and 
stock will be taken of the country’s 
status quo. There will no doubt be 
mixed feelings, but the happiness 
of regaining independence will be 
far greater than it was in 1905, of 
that I am certain. 

“Many loved ones shall be miss- 
ing and that will for a while mar 
the moment of happiness. But 
these people won't forget that such 
will be true, not only in Norway, 
but in all countries which have 
fought to rid the world of this 
scourge. Such is the price of free- 
dom. One thing will be certain, 
and must be made certain: all 
countries, including Norway, must 
take an active part in world affairs, 
safeguarding that no such disaster 
again befall mankind; and realize 
that it isn’t enough to create,one 
ideal co-operative state and let 
others plan secretly or in the open 
the destruction of their efforts, All 
countries must unite to make this 
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very humane philosophy of co- 
operation permeate all freedom- 
loving peoples. Only then can we 
be safe from another such cata- 


clysmic disaster.”

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North Alberta 
Units Over Top 
In Victory Loan 


Every unit in rural Northern 
Alberta excecded its minimum 
quota in the Sixth Victory Loan 
drive, it was announced Monday 
at loan headquarters, Rural par- 
ticipation in the loan at the close 
of business Saturday amounted to 
$6,076,050, or 129.4 per cent of the 
minimum quota of $4,696,000. 
There were 25,903 subscribers to 
the present loan. 

This compares with 26,563 sub- 
6cribers to the Fifth Victory Loan 
when $5,508,500 was subscribed for 
117.3 per cent of the same quota. 

Saturday's sales amounted to 
$454,950 from 1,824 subscribers, com- 
pared with $1,146,750 in the Fifth 
Victory Loan when 7,142 persons 
purchased bonds throughout North- 
ern Alberta. 


Commenting on the results of the 
canvass in rural Northern Alberta 
H. A. Craig, chairman of the Na- 
tional War Finance Committee for 
rural areas said “I am pleased to 
have this opportunity of expressing 
my personal appreciation of the 
Victory Loan committees and to 
the salesmen throughout North Al- 
berta who have about finished such 
a grand job. It is highly gratifying 
to all concerned that the achieve- 
ment in the Sixth Victory Loan has 
been so outstanding in this section 
of Canada.

Other resolutions involved a pro- 
posal for an increase in national 
dues and also that the new officers 
for the coming year give serious 
consideration to the development 
of a Junior Chamber of Commerce 
in Lethbridge. ~- 

Also discussed by the 35 dele- 
gates present from Calgary, Drum- 
heller, Bonnyville and Edmonton 
wer plans for the provincial anti- 
venereal disease campaign and 
policy re regional activities. The 
Edmonton anti-venereal disease 
campaign begins the week of May 
28.
